DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-198, drawn to a method for mounting and adjusting at least one radiation 
treatment block on a radiation treatment block mounting plate to be used in shielding for 
radiation therapy in the treatment of cancer, are classified in Class 250, subclass 5 1 5. L 

II. Claims 199-216, drawn to a method for making a foam form to cast a radiation 
treatment block comprising a template and a ruler for use with the template for use with a 
commercially available foam block cutting machine for making a form to cast a radiation 
treatment block, are classified in Class 264, subclass 41. 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are: Inventions I is involved with the method for mounting and adjusting radiation 
treatment blocks used for collimating the radiation beam in the treatment of cancer, while 
Inventions II details a method for making a foam form to cast a radiation treatment block 
comprising a template and ruler for use with a foam block cutting machine for making a form to 
cast a radiation treatment block. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
